Dwight D. Eisenhower’s armies slashed huKe chunks from 
German defense lines across the Sicilian bridgehead in week­ 
end assaults and the Allied right wing was poised today 
; within 42 airline miles of Messina. 
Detachments of the t r. S. Seventh Army, starting the 
attack from the sea behind the Germans* strong positions 
on the north coast of Sicily, captured San Fratello and San 
Agata, the latter but 50 miles from the Axis escape port. 
Eight Mile Advance 
Another American force seized Cesaro in an eigbt-mile 
advance from the captured citadel of Troina. 
The British Eighth Army swept through Acireale, a port 
only 12 miles by*air and less than 50 miles by road from 
Messina, in a nine-mile drive up the east coast from Catania 
and also captured San Maria De Licodia, high on the southern 
slopes of Mount Etna.

NEW INVENTION 
SPEEDS RUBBER 


Pittsburgh, Aug. 9 (AP)—An elec­ 
tronic "chemist,” faster and more 
accurate than a dozen skilled chem­ 
ists. has been developed here to speed 
production of war-vital synthetic 
rubber. 
The instrument, which swiftly and 
precisely analyzes many of the com­ 
plicated gases formed in making 
butadiene, th principal Ingredient 
of several types of synthetic rubber, 
was developed by Dr. John A. Hip­ 
pie. 32-yeaf-old Westinghouse Elec­ 
tric and Manufacturing company 
physicist. 
Dr. Hippie, a native of Lancaster, 
Pa , says the "chemist” or "mass 
spectrometer,” will free hundreds of 
skilled chemists from tedious but 
im portant production testing In syn­ 
thetic rubber plants. 
He said the 
average 
college 
student 
can 
be 
taught the machine’s operation in a 
few weeks. 
Dr. Hippie explained: 
“In 15 minutes, the 'chemist' or 
‘spectrometer” will dissect a com­ 
plicated gas molecule a twenty-five- 
millionth of an inch long and can 
be arranged to produce automatic­ 
ally an autograph that tells the 
chemist the composition of the gas. 
“At present, certain analyses re­ 
quire 15 hours to three days of 
painstaking laboratory work by five 
to IO skilled chemists—others can­ 
not be done at all even by other 
processes.”

BUYING TOUGH 


Harrisburg, Aug. 9 (AP)—Buying 
proper food for nearly 100,000 pa­ 
tients and inmates in Pennsylvania 
institutions under OPA restrictions 
Is a big problem these days for the 
state department of property and 
supplies, Commonwealth purchasing 
agency. 
"Right now the toughest situation 
is the procurement of food that will 
meet minimum dietary needs,” de­ 
clared Paul Worcester, chief of the 
department’s new priorities division, 
through which all requisitions for 
shortage items—or almost every­ 
thing the state buys—are channeled. 
Worcester said that under OPA 
regulations, state institutions gave 
up blue rationing stamps for all ex­ 
cess home-canned foods in their 
storerooms, in some
